The First Hollins Students 

AS REPRESENTED IN THE 1927 SPRING PILGRIMAGE

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"Than Longen Folk to Goon on Pilgrimages 

HE Easter Pilgrimage of 1927 is a radiant memory to those Hollins 
girls of eight decades, who assembled at their Alma Mater on April 
the fifteenth. It was a unique experience, totally different from Com¬ 
mencement reunions, in that, as nearly all the student body was 
away, Hollins belonged literally to the Alumnae. Having been 
presented at the opening luncheon with the keys to their Alma Mater, 
they proceeded to pack into three brief spring days the activities that 

in the college year extend over nine months. Basketball, with ten 

former captains, swimming meet, May Day, and eight former May 
Queens, plays, revivals of previous successes, with nearly all of the original casts; 
stunts, carols on Easter morning, vespers led by Miss Matty, Spinster pictures, choir 
rehearsals, Senior bonfire before the library steps, alumnae banquet, historical pageant 
and service in the chapel on Sunday, followed one upon the other in breathless suc¬ 
cession, while the unveiling of a bronze tablet on the Memorial Library added a 

feature which had not been before in Hollins history. 

The three plays given Friday night in the Little Theater were, “The Maker of 
Dreams,” “The Sweetmeat Game,” and “Suppressed Desires.” They had all been 
enthusiastically received by HolLns audiences on previous occasions; but in the 
flawless setting of the Little Theater the players won added laurels. 

On Saturday afternoon, “Hollins, 1842-1927,” was presented in the Little Theater 
in a series of eight pictures with appropriate music. The first of the pictures took 
us back to the early ‘40% "hen a struggling little academy known as the Valley 
Union Seminary, was undertaking to provide instruction for the boys and girls of 
Southwest Virginia. Burr McCoy, ’27 and Mary Perry, ’29, typifying respectively 
the boy and the girl of that far off day, danced behind the covers of the big 
geography to the strains of a former May Day song, the joint work of that Hollins 
Beaumont-Fletcher combination, Phoebe Hunter Gilkyson, ’09, and Alma McConihay 
Wilson, ex-’n, and depicted 

“— the joys 

IVhen we studied with boys 
In 1842” 

Eighteen hundred and forty-six marked the advent of Charles and Susanna Cocke, 
the real founders of Hollins, and they were portrayed, as they might have looked at 
the age of twenty-six, by their grandchildren, Charles Francis Cocke of Roanoke, 
and Mary Stuart Cocke Goodwin of the University of Virginia. With them was 
standing Colonel George P. Tayloe, president of the Board of Trustees for more 
than fifty years, and an untiring friend of Hollins. He was impersonated by his 
grandson, Tayloe Rogers, of Roanoke. 

During the next decade great changes are in progress. The little academy has 
proved insufficient to accommodate the boys and girls seeking admission. Charles L. 
Cocke, whose dream since his college days has been of the higher education of 
women, has prevailed upon the trustees to let the boys go on to other schools already 
established for them, and to establish a school for girls alone. Mr. and Mrs. John 
Hollins of Lynchburg, have faith in his vision, have contributed funds for the 
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erection of a new' building, and Hollins Institute has been established. In 1856, 
Sue Williams of Richmond was the first graduate of the first chartered school for 
girls in Virginia. She was impersonated by Virginia Williams, ’28, of White Plains, 
N. Y., daughter of Alice Johnston Williams, ex-’93, and held the “full diploma,” 
which “Miss Matty” had received at graduation in 1874 from the hands of the 
founder. With her stood “Little Matty Cocke” with a basket of candles made on 
the premises in the olden days. Her life of service began early, for her first public 
duty was to go through the dormitories at “candle-lighting time,” leaving in each 
room two candles, by whose light the battles with Livy and Trig and “Moral 
Philosophy” were to be won or lost. “Little Matty” was impersonated by her great- 
niece, Lelia Smith Cocke, of Roanoke. 

The next picture brought a breath of the Civil War, when, despite the nearby 
march of armies, Hollins never closed its doors. The Confederate soldier was 
represented by John P. Saul, Jr, of Salem, son of a warm friend of Hollins’ founder, 
and the stirring strains of “The Bonnie Blue Flag” called to mind those “times that 
tried men’s souls.” 

December 31, 1890, marked the golden anniversary of Charles and Susanna 
Cocke. By that time Hollins was drawing its pupils from nearly every state in 
the Union, and one thousand of them, under the inspiration of Mrs. Eliza S. Childs, 
lady principal, 1872-1898, presented on this occasion the portrait of Charles L. 
Cocke, which now hangs in the Memorial Library. The bride and groom of fifty 
years were represented by their children, Lucian H. Cocke and Bessie Cocke Barbee. 
As on that happy evening in 1890, “John Anderson, My Jo,” was sung, and again, as 
on that happy evening, Dr. Edwin C. Dargan was an honored guest. 

In the next picture, another forward step was depicted. Hollins has become a 
four-year college. Miss Matty is now' president, and she stands with Ruth Crupper 
Reeves, A.B., ’13, of the first graduating class which had entered Hollins College on 
a fifteen unit entrance requirement, and Kathleen Kelly Cox, ’21, the first girl who 
received the Bachelor of Music degree. 

“To the mountain peaks we lift our eyes, 

And our hearts grow strong and free; 

The clouds that drift in Hollins skies 
tiring visions of dreams yet to be,” 

were a fitting accompaniment to this picture. The song is the joint production of 
Anna Mucklerry Feuille, ’15, and Alma McConihay Wilson, ex-’n. 

Number seven recalled memories of the Shakespeare Pageant in May, 1916, the 
most elaborate spectacle that has ever taken place at Hollins. As William Shakes¬ 
peare, impersonated bv M Estes Cocke, knelt before England’s Queen (Miss Matty), 
we went back in mind to that genuine community event in which the colleges, 
schools and clubs of Roanoke, Salem and the county co-operated and which ended 
with a memorably beautiful performance of “Mid-Summer Night's Dream” on the 
Library steps. 

The closing picture was a familiar one to those who have been back for bound¬ 
er’s Day in recent years; for as on those occasions, Kathleen Kelly Cox, ’21, stood 
before the portrait of Charles L. Cocke and sang the first and the last stanzas of the 
“Founder's Day Hymn,” “Where are the Dreams of the Dreamer?” 1 he words 
were written by Loulie Snead of the Hollins faculty, on the one hundredth anniver- 
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sary of the founder’s birth, and the music was composed by Erich Rath, who played 
it that afternoon. As the Alumnae took up the second stanza: 

"IV e are the dreams of the dreamer, 

Think you his vision could fadef 
Saw you his eyes as he journeyed, 

Know you the price that he paid? 

Ours the fruition of glad ness, 

Ours the light and the gleam, 

Lifting our eyes to the mountains, 

IVr, too, are dreaming a dream ” 

we felt that somehow Mr. Cocke must be right there in the midst of h’s girls. 

When the curtain rose again, the future Hollins was typified in the presence 
of 1 ). I). Hull of Roanoke, president of the new Board of Trustees; M. Estes Cocke, 
and J. A. Turner of the college, W. L. Miller, manager of the Endowment Cam¬ 
paign, and Virginia Lee Cox, of Richmond, president ot the Alumnae. The words of 
each were an inspiration to the Alumnae; they gave us added faith in the Hollins 
yet to be, whose honorable past we had just glimpsed, and whose future is, we 
believe, destined for even greater usefulness. During the next memorable hour, 
when the Alumnae pledged $22,oco toward the endowment, but even more amid the 
spontaneous words that accompanied the pledge, there was an atmosphere through¬ 
out the audience that cannot be put into words. 

Nearly two hundred Alumnae were present at the banquet on Saturday night. 
Elizabeth Tinsley Campbell, president of the ('lass of ’19, was toastmaster, and the 
guest of honor was Dr. Meta (Bass, president of Sweet Briar, who amid turns of 
real humor and distinctive charm brought home in all seriousness the debt that 
Alumnae owe their Alma Mater. 

Sunday was an ideally beautiful spring day, and the audience that assembled 
around the steps of the Memorial Library included not only the Alumnae, but a 
great many people from the community at large. The occasion was the commem¬ 
oration in bronze of a remarkable utterance of Charles L. Cocke in the year 1857: 

“The plan and policy of this school realizes the principle that in the present 
state of society in our country young women require the same rigid and thorough 
mental training as that afforded to young men.” 

When we recall that these words were written before there had ever been a 
woman’s college in the world, we realize what a pioneer Charles L. Cocke was in 
the cause of woman’s education, and we feel anew a joy in the spiritual heritage 
of Hollins girls. After the singing of Mendelssohn’s, “Lift Thine Eyes,” by Luise 
Rath Bonnet and Gertrud and Virginia Rath, great grandchildren of the founder, 
and an eloquent tribute to Mr. Cocke by Dean Mary Williamson, the tablet was 
unveiled by Phoebe McDermott Stearnes of Salem, Virginia, a student at Hollins 
from 1855 to 1858, and by Julia Harnsberger, ’30, the youngest Freshman on the 
campus. 

The last stage of the Pilgrimage was service in the chapel at noon. The choir 
was made up of former members as far back as 1907, some of them now choir 
directors; and the minister was Dr. Edwin C. Dargan, of Nashville, chaplain at 
Hollins, 1877-1881, and beloved friend of Hollins for the past fifty years. 

The Easter Pilgrimage is now only a memory; but its afterglow, which has 
spread through those who were a part of it, far beyond the horizon of the Hollins 
hills, will not soon fade. 



Pilgrimage Features 
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H UCIAN HOWARD COCKE was born at Hollins, March 27, 1858, died at his home in 
Roanoke, November 14, 1927, and was laid to rest at Hollins. That November after¬ 
noon the little campo santo on the Hollins hillcrest was literally a field of flowers, 
declaring in outward and visible form the inward and spiritual beauty of the life 
on that day commemorated. 

Lucian H. Cocke was the youngest son of the late Dr. Charles L. Cocke, educator and founder 
of Hollins College. To this son, in an exceptional degree, passed his father’s profound belief in 
the value of education and devotion to the cause, with faith in higher education for girls. For 
twenty-six years, as vice-president of the institution his father founded, Mr. Cocke helped to 
shape the general policies bv which Hollins Institute has grown into Hollins College. How much 
his devoted service towards the building of the college has accomplished can never be measured. 
In the business and legal affairs of the college he labored unstintingly, guiding by the justice and 
idealism of his mind, the vital judgments and policies that issued finally in the plan, still not 
fully grasped even by the alumnae of the school, to give the college owned by his family to a 
board in trust for the education of generations yet unborn. It is inspiring to recall how in the 
last years of his life he perfected the steps by which Greater Hollins could come into being. And 
it is challenging to remember the energy and enthusiasm with which he faced the problems in¬ 
volved in the expansion. Hut his labor for Hollins was only a part of his tireless effort for higher 
education. In 1924, he became rector of Washington and Lee University, his Alma Mater, and 
in this capacity gave his best to the development of that institution until his death. 

However, Mr. Cocke’s service to education was only one of the activities of his full life. 
Characteristically an active man, he was in more or less public service for over fifty years. As 
a citizen of Roanoke and of Virginia he was an outstanding figure in his generation that began 
the rebuilding of Virginia from the ashes of the Civil War. The Roanoke Times calls him, 
“One who splendidly deserved to be rated Roanoke’s first citizen.” The News Leader, of Rich¬ 
mond, says: “By inheritance, by mental endowment, and by public service, he was easily one of the 
dozen most distinguished citizens of the Old Dominion, and in the affection of those who knew 
him he was second to no Virginian.” 

Devoted as Mr. Cocke was to higher education and justly distinguished as a citizen, yet, in 
the writer’s opinion, it was a a lawyer that he reached his full stature. Study of the law, begun 
in youth and continued throughout hi" life, molded his mind and determined his attitude towards 
all the subjects he approached. For twenty years the general attorney for the Norfolk and Western 
Railroad, he was a recognized leader of the legal profession in and beyond the state. Mr. Cocke 
will be remembered in his profes ional character as a thoroughly trained lawyer of impeccable 
integrity and a whole-hearted advocate of justice, and as a man who brought the code and 
courtliness of a gentleman into every personal relation. 

He !s missed in many ways and in many places, but no where so deeply as at Hollins. Every 
spot and every interest at Hollins was dear to him. He carried her good in his heart all the 
time. To alumnae, students, and faculty he was friend and adviser. And Hollins returned his 
affection enhanced by the steady glow of admiration and trust. In him she has lost a friend and 
advocate whom I may “truly call the justest and best of all the men whom I have ever known.” 

In the hush of dawns and in the flame of sunsets the spirit of Hollins will keep watch over 
his tomb on the hill.

The Sporting Sisters 

IKING, it would seem, is the oldest sport at Hollins. In “John II. Latrobe, His 
Times,” a volume recently acquired for our library shelves, I read of the first Tinker 
Day, which seems to have been in 1832, when we were still Botetourt Springs. 
“We have a party arranged for tomorrow, if the weather is fair, to visit the 
summit of Tinker Mountain, when I hope to aid the footsteps of the fair Miss C—.” 
Also in the letters of Eli/a Johnson, who was a student at what was then Roanoke 
Female Seminary, I read of “a little cascade which is a couple of miles from here 
and a favorite walk of the girls.” 

But what different regulations governed their walking! No ideas of hiking with 
a knickered knee ever forced themselves under their bonnets. And they did wear 
bonnets. This same Eliza reports "a bad mark in person” for walking across “the 
yard” without one. Then I read in the first catalogue of Valley Union Seminary, issued in 1846, 
that “young ladies will not be allowed to walk out for exercise or for any other recreation unless 
attended by one of the teachers or some other person designated by the principal.” Aside from 
such lady-like walking, I can find records of no further physical exercise countenanced in the 
early days of our school other than “fixing little flower beds before our cabin doors.” 

Even as Wellesley, who is well accustomed to shorten the distance between her “village” and 
the scattered parts of her campus on wheels, Hollins can proudly acclaim her “Cycle Club” up 
until 1898. Indeed, this organization yet has descendants on the campus, who might enthusi¬ 
astically recommend a revival of their order. Another form of strenuous exercise at this time 
found expression in the Persimmon Club. “No applicant ‘‘hall be admitted who is not an able 
climber.” Its members were distinguished as Chief Tree Climbers and Bag Holders. 

Such was the state of athletics at Hollins Institute when, in 1896, an announcement was read 
that all interested in organized athletics should meet in a certain classroom on a certain Saturday 
morning. As a result of this meeting, a book of rules for basketball was ordered. This was a 
brave step, and that group of girls, not one of whom had ever seen a game of basketball played, 
learned the rules of a game begun the year before. By 1899, the following statement found a 
place in the Spinster of that year: “Should our sedate and conservative ancestors of the first 
thirteen colonies, even the Puritan fathers themselves, come back to earth and witness one of our 
games of basketball, they would become reconciled at once to modern athletics.” In 1900, the 
Yemassee and Mohican tribes first appeared. The first challenge cup was presented that year 
by Mr. Lucian Cocke, and it bears for us the record of those yearly battles. Old Hollins girls 
delight in telling about the thrilling games of those days. One of them tell of the time when 
she was “putter” on the Yemassee team. The team would pass the ball, she says, and she would 
“put” it into the basket. 

If we had searched Miss Allchin’s suitcase upon her arrival on campus in 1921, we should 
probably have found hockey sticks in imitation of the ones which had crossed the ocean with 
Miss Appleby not long before. Everyone was immediately won over to thi; new sport, and all 
who had had previous experience in golf were glad. Hockey gradually increased in favor 
until it finally (in i924-'25) pushed basketball indoors into the fine “Big Gym.” And now our 
hockey players are like "greased lightning” in action. On the field our Southern athletes do not 
have time to drawl! 

With the opening of the gymnasium came the long anticipated swimming pool. Carvin’* 
Creek had always been enticingly shallow, and thoughts of the Falls a sacrilege. But now we can 
swim and dive to our hearts’ content. Then, too, the yearly conflict between the Yemassee and 
Mohican tribes is fought none the less furiously because of the enclosing walls. 

Nearly two thousand years ago Horace talked of “a sound mind in a sound body.” With him 
we enthusiastically agree. Our Athletic Association states as its purpose: "The promotion of 
interest in physical development because mind and spirit are capable of their best development 
in a strong body, and fair play and true sportsmanship are things to be encouraged.” The team¬ 
work and cooperation secured on the athletic field develop leadership and, what’s just as necessary, 
the ability to follow. These are of even more value after we have left college than a good back¬ 
hand stroke in tennis or the ability to make a perfect jack-knife dive. 

As is written on our basketball challenge cup: "Forsan ct haec olim metninesse iuvabit.”
